Great Care Should Be Exercised 
Selection and Cleaning 

Every farmer 1s aware of the trou- 
ble and loss caused by weeds yet 
many farmers use poorly cleaned seed 
grain which is responsible for the in- 
troduction of new weeds and the in- 
crease of those already in the land. 
The Dominion Seed Branch has con- 
ducted as inquiry into this source of 
the spread of weeds and the results 
are summed up in a _ bulletin on 
“Weeds and Weed Seeds. The in: 
quiry elicited the fact that about 75 
per cent. of Canadian farmers grow 
their own seed grain. Most of — the 
grain purchased for seed {s secured 
from neighboring farmers, but consid- 
erable quantities are obtained from 
'gvain dealers and seed merchants. 
Analysis of samples collected shows 
that most of the grain sold for seed 
contains: large numbers of different 
kinds of weed seeds. Weed seeds are 
also prevalent in home grown seed. It 
is therefore obvious that great care 
shonld be exercised in selection and 
cleaning.

Vaccination Appears To Offor Sure 
Means Of Stamping Out This 
Disease 


Among those who are opposed to 
vaccination as the most effective safe- 
ty measure’ in preventing smallpox 
and in squelching the disease if it 
should reach epidemic form, It is cus- 
tomary to criticize the habit of health 
officers of referring to the terrific in- 
roads which this scourge used to 
quake on the population of every na- 
tion in years gone by and in past cen- 
turles. It is the practice to request 
modern data.

growing period at all Alberta 
stations except Edmonton, 
showed Renfrew to be two duys 
later, while at Bdmonton it 
matured five days Ixter than 
Marquis. 


I'hese results led to the con- 
clusion that Renfrew was well 
adapted to the svuthern and 
eastern parts of the province 
In these areas where rainfall 1s 
limited, length of straw im- 
portant, and danger from early 
Fall frosts small, thie variety 
has met with marked success,

frew and Marquis are similar, 
both being non-resistant, Rust 
is pot usually a serious problem
